general protection ofthe voter belongs 
entirely to the state jurisdiction and 
authority. That the presidential ele>- } 
ters are mere functionaries to cast the 
votes of the states in the choice of pres- 
ident, and the federal constitution has 
entirely committed the mode of their 
appointment to the legislature of the 
states.
